That is the difference be- 
tween school and real life. I't is an 
individual tragedy which, reflected in 
millions of lives over the nation, be- 
comes translated inlo an economic 
and social problem about which ora- 
lors thunder in the halls of con- 
gress. 


Yet the solution rests in a few 


elemental principles which the in- 
dividual must learn and must apply. 
Any course which proposes to make 
these teachings available to America's 
supply of part-time sales-people must 
be ,1 good thing. 


Nor is there much danger that the 


field of salcsmenship as a whole will 
become overcrowded. For constantly 
better salesmanship expands old mar- 
kets and develops new ones, creating 
more lolal business and many brand 
new jobs,

Financial Facts 
on Germany 


Nazi Government 
Spends 78 
Billions on War 


By MORGAN M. BEATTY 
AP Feature Service Writer 


WASHINGTON - German govern- 


ment financial operations since 1933 
go a long way to explain Why', the 
Nazis have the most efficient military 
machine in the world. 


Between the time Hitler came to 


power in 1933 and the end of the fiscal 
year on March 30, 1941, the German 
government admits it will have spent 
almost $78,000,000,000. 


This does not include the much 


discussed secret expenditure for arm- 
aments and the secret national debt 
incurred for these armaments. 


Officially, however, of the 78 billions 


spent, about 362,000,000,000, or nearly 
80 per cent of the total, has gone to 
rearm the nation in nine years. 


These estimates are based on of- 


ficial German financial figures gather- 
ed b ythe United States Department 
of Commerce. The mark is valued at 
40 cents. 


In contract, the United States gov- 


ernment during the same period has 
spent about $72,000,000,000. 
Of 
this 


some 14 billions, or less than 18 per 
cent went for national defense. 


Thus in nine years, the German 


government has devoted at least four- 
fifths of all the money put out by 
its treasury to rearmament, while we 
have been devoting less than one- 
fifth of our money to the same pur- 
pose.

labor, 'prices, consumption, foreign 
exchange, al International payments 
. . . interest rates, savings, withdraw- 
als, capital issues, dividends, and (most 
important of all, perhaps), control of 
publication of economic and financial 
data."

al income for 1941 will range around 
$80,000,000,000. 
If we were spending 


72 per cent of our income for arma- 
ments, we would put out about $57,- 
000,000,000 for national defense this 
year. As matters standl we'll hardly 
be able to spend 13 billions. We aren't 
producing armaments fast enough to 
put out anywhere near the amount 
the German government is spending 
for them.

A few years , hence, when bigger 


and 
better pears, 
peaches, 
grapes, 


trawberries, raspberries, as well as 
more prosaic vegetables, come to 
vour dinner table, you may remem- 
ber that the man who took the first 
botanical steps toward them was Dr. 
Albert F. Blakeslee. geneticist who 
heads Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington's department of genetics, at 
Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island, New 
York. 


An old-fashioned gout cure, extract- 


ed from the bulb of nutumn flower- 
ing crocus, called the meadow saf- 
fron because of its beautiful yellow 
flowers, is responsible for a promis- 
ing spurt in plant breeding. This 
drug is called colchicine. 


Dr. Blakeslee used it first on handy 


but not particularly xiseful plants like 
jimsonwced and chickweed with which 
he had been experimenting for years. 
The heredity of these plants, the way 
in 
which 
their chromosomes were 


passed on from generation to genera- 
tion, was intimately known. 


Produces Plant Ulnnts 


From his tests on a few miscellan- 


eous plants ranging from radishes to 
phlox, Dr. Blakeslee soon became 
keenly aware of the practical possibil- 
ities of using the poisonous colchic- 
ine for creating new 
varieties 
of 


plants. Today scores of scientists in 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and elsewhere are injecting, spraying 
or washing this drug on the leaves and 
stems and flowers of plants in the 
hope of producing new giants for 
field and garden. 


The trick that colchicine performs 


is the doubling of the chromosomes, 
•which produces a giant 
generation, 


capable of being perpetuated. Many 
ordinary hybrids 
are sterile. 
But 


colchicinc-produced giants 
can 
be 


made the commercial plant grower 


looking for. 
Dr. Blakeslee has been one of those 


who has fWfltly Spefedd tflan'S Con- 
trol over experimental tfvOltitloft.

File Cotton 
Plan Sheets 


Deadline for 
Supplementary 
Program Filing 
Is June 14 


Hompsteacl county cotton farm op- 


erators who 
expect 
to take part 


in the Supplementary Cotton Pro- 
gram this year should file intention 
sheets with the county AAA office 
us soon as possible, Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent announced this week. 


Thp supplementary program requir- 


es that all farmers who plan to earn 
cotton stomps through voluntary acre- 
age reduction, be on record to this 
effect. The

dicating the acreage they expect to 
plant to cotton in 1941.

this intention sheet, he does so on 
behnlf of his tenants and sharecrop- 
pers as well as himself. 
Intention 


sheets must be on file in the coun- 
ty AAA office not later than June 
14. However. Mr. Adams urged that 


farmers, file 
these sheets as soon 


as possible. 


Under the Supplementary 
Cotton 


Program, a cotton farmer who is in- 
terested in only one farm may re- 
ceive'up to $25 in cotton stamps. Op' 
erators of more than ohe farm, or a 
landlord 
with more than one ten- 


ant, may receive a maximum of $50 
in stamps. Cotton stamps, which can 
be used to buy cotton goods, will 
be issued on the basis of 10 cents 
a pound on the normal yield of the 
acreage reduced below the 1941 allot- 
ment or 1940 measured acreage, which 
ever is smaller. 


Participation In th 
supplementary 


program will not affect the 
farm's 


cotton allotment in future years, ex- 
cept possibly In those few cases where 
no cotton was planted in either 1933 
or 1940, says Mr. Adams. Neither will 
the farmer's conservation and parity 
payments under the 1941 AAA pro- 
gram be affected. 


In addition to receiving stamps for 


cotton acreage reduction, the partici- 
pating operator an dhis tenants be- 
come eligible to earn a $3 payment 
for carrying out an approved food pro- 
duction practice. 


Full details on the Supplementary 


Cotton Program can be furnished by 
the county agent and home demons- 
tration agent, or by AAA committee- 
men.

"It was founded as a national or- 


ganization by farmers in 1919 and 
now has more than 450,000 family- 
metnbers in 39 states and Puerto Rico. 
The Arkansas Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion is only six years old and has 
more than 20,000 family-members." 


Any person identified with agricul- 


ture, arid especially with the pro- 
duction end of this industry, is eli- 
gible to join the Farm Bureau, Mr, 
S'ommerville announced. The dues are 
$2.00' per year, of which one half- 
dollar remains in the county for the 
projection of a local agricultural pro- 
gram, one dollar goes for maintenance 
of the state federation, and a half- 
dollar goes for support of the na- 
tional organization. All officers in 
county, state, and nation, with the ex- 
ception of one or two employees in 
the latter two organizations, serve 
without compensation. Farm Bureau 
is built by voluntary leadership. 


"Farm Bureau is as much a move- 


ment as it is an organization," Mr.

from now on. So as to get the ap- 
propriate noun, understandable to the 
three generations now extant, it must 
be called a Lulu, a honey, :\ wow. It 
is also free, which is understandable 
to every age, 


Leaving to art critics and people 


who kjiow 
about such things the 


technical adoration of the nearly 1000 
masterpieces of painting and sculp- 
ture and etching hung in the 100 
galleries, making it unquestionably one 
of the world's greatest art collections, 
there are plenty of oilier reasons why 
you will want to see this newest of 
Washington sights.

and the simple design of the gallery 
makes the Capitol look a little gin- 
gerbrcadish in comparison.

With no rock 
bottom within reach, G800 concrete 
piles were driven as foundation, and 
the friction between these piles and 
the earth supports the massive weight 
of masonry nnd steel. 


Most striking features of the in- 


terior arc the rotunda in the center, 
and two garden sculpture courts at 
either end. For the opening, these 
garden courts were massed with a 
most magnificent collection of more 
than 500 acacias, dozens of varieties 
of all sizes and shades of yellow. The 
rodunda, 100 feet in diameter and that 
high, is supported by 24 big columns 
of Italian variegated green marble 
quarried, slid down a mountain anc 
shipped just before the war broke 
out, 
then turned in Vermont to 100 


or more seven-foot "drums." When 


they were oil dtfne, matching them be- 
came n problem, so a mart was put 
In a cfndle at the end of a 100->foot 
bdom, and by crane he was moved 
over the yard, directing the shift- 
ing of these 10-ton blocks till they 
were nil In order. Precision masonry 
in the building was so exact that 
when the 22-ton blocks in the ring 
which these columns support Were 
iflistetl into place, they fit to an eighth 
if an inch. Similarly, the 35,000 pieces 
of rnnrble in the exterior were all 
nachlncd and matched at the quar- 
ries before they were shipped to Wnsh- 
ngton in 80 cars, for re-assembly. 
.-'In the basement, below Potomac 
river flood level, is the intricate net- 
work of pipes, conduits, wires i ant 
ducts wlilch provide the air condition- 
rig system—all open to Inspection anc 
repair, Here sulphur dioxide is wash- 
ed from the air to preserve the life 
and color of the paintings. 


All the offices, the cafelcria, the 


auditorium nnd some special exhibit 
galleries as yet Unopened are on the 
ground floor, their windows concealed 
by n marble moat wall. 


All the art is on the second floor.

The galleries may seem empty to 


some people. Paintings arc

Lighting on the paintings nil comes 


from overhead—diffused daylight 85 
per cent of the lime, supplemented by 
art elaborate artificial Illumination so 
adaptable that each painting gets the 
exact colortlon to show It off best. 


Not all the paintings arc European, 


though most of them are. There are 


a few fntnlllnr Stimrts, George Wash- 
ington nnd his family, and the two 
famous Washington portraits—the one 
on the stamp and another, earlier job 
which makes the father of his country 
look pretty florid of face. As one of 
the 90 new, civil service police whose 
job it is to guard all this wealth of 
art remarked, "Thai painting makes 
it look like he didn't live right."
